f, An ammunition depot was in the woods NE of Horiany (about

wire fence and had surface and subterranean ammuhition storage 
buildings, a guardhouse and a narrow-gauge railroad spur.

storage facilities and covering an area of 500 x 600 meters, 
surrounded by a double barbed-wire fence, was about 5 km east 
of Uzhgorod and north of Hortany,.

Czechoslovakian border in the Mukacevo area in the Spring of 
1949 Ff agrees with the present report, : 

e, Information on inductions in the Carpatho-Ukraine tallies 
with the previous assumption that only about 50 percent of the 
able-bodied draftees are inducted for military service, while 
the remaining 50 percent are drafted for work with the FHO,
